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1. Clams 1-11,13-18,20,21,23-49,51-52,57-59 remain for examination. Claims 
12,19,22,50, 53-56 have been canceled. 

2. Claims 1-1 1 ,13-18,20,21 ,23-49,51,52, 57 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over Insenser Farre et al. (6,460,172) in view of Furtek 
(5,894,565) in view of van der Wal et al . (6, 1 Q8.381 ). 

No change ahs been made. 

68. Claims 58,59 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Insenser (6,460,172) in view of Gammal et al. (5,754,826) in view of van der Wal et al . 
(6,188,381 ). 

No change has been made. 

3. The rejections are maintained and incorporated by reference the last Office 
action on 04/26/06. 

4. The response by applicant on 05/25/06 has been fully considered but is not 
persuasive. 

5. In the remarks, applicant argued that : 

a) the citation in col. 10, lines 30-38 of van del Wal refers to type 1 reconfigurable 
devices having control registers which may be programmed to a new structure, and 
only type two reconfigurable devices of van der Wal are capable of being configured to 
perform different functions as the digital functional blocks of claim 1 ; 
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b) type 2 is not configurable with a single register write operation; 

c) Insenser, Gamal, and van der Wal does not suggest or motivate all the limitations of 
independent claim 58. 

6. As to a) above, the definition of "function" is nether clearly defined in the spec , 
nor inn the claim. Therefore, it is read as any path connections. Van del Wal refers to 
the type 1 reconfigurable devices having control registers which may be programmed 
to a new structure for providing a data path between port A and port B and a different 
data path between Port A and port C. The path of port AB is different from the path 
port AC. Therefore, the functional parameters of the path AB is different from the 
parameters of path AC. Since functional parameters are different, the functions are 
different. Nevertheless, van der Wal's type 2 already performed different hardware 
function (see col. 6, lines 36-41); 

7. As to b) above, van der Wal taught the reconfigurable device having a single 
control register write for reconfiguring all functional blocks or devices (see col. 10, lines 
30-38). Therefore, both type 1 and type 2 were configurable with single register write; 

8. As to c) .Insenser did give motivation by disclosing a single microprocessor 
command for reconfiguring the SOC system (see col. 5, lines 1-9), which was a 
suggestion of the applicability of a single register write operation in order to achieve 
specific register access operation for reconfiguring purpose, and for doing so, provided 
motivation.
